ABU JLHAD DISCUSSES RESISTANCE TO ISRAEL, LEBANON 
London AL=HAWADITH in Arabic 8 May 81 pp 27-28 


_lnterview with Mr Khalil al-Wagir alias Abu Jihad, military deputy for 
Abu ‘Ammar by Farid al-Khatibs "Abu Jihad Tells AL-HAWADITH, ‘Losses of 
Resistance in the South Are Small; the Victims of the Israeli Raids Are 
Civilians'"; in Beirut; date of interview not given) 


[Text] "The raids hit four of our tanks, and che frog- 
men blew up two ships in Tyre." 

"The purpose of the effort to occupy the al-Shagqif 
fortress is to influence us and to threaten the Syrian 
front." 


The war of attrition that Israel is waging against the Palestinian Resis- 
tance is becoming more intense in an unprecedented manner since the war 
between the two in south Lebanon in 1978. At that time UN Security Council 
Resolution 425 was issued. Subsequently, a red line south of al-Nabatiyyah 
and Tyre was drawn by the United States and the Soviet Union, as some 
observers believe, to prevent the war from reaching a level that would 
threaten world peace and international detente. 


The war of attrition in south Lebanon took on a more dangerous twist last 
week when the artillery of the Resistance shelled about 10 Israeli border 
settlements, claiming about 10 Israeli victims, and especially since these 
operations followed the harshest blow yet aimed by the Palestinian artil- 
lery against the border strip that is led by Sa'd Haddad. That operation 
led to the death of an Israeli officer with the rank of a colonel. In that 
wit a number of Palestinian, Soviet T-34 tanks were destroyed, and two 
ships were also blown up in the ports of Sidon and Tyre. Observers expect 
this war to continue and to intensify with the use of Israeli iand, sea 
and air weapons. They expect that this war will sometimes go beyond the 
red lines and that the raids by the Israeli airplanes on the positions of 
the Resistance will become daily affairs. 


AL-HAWADITH went to Mr Khalil al-Wazir, [alias] Abu Jihad, Abu ‘Ammar's 
military deputy, and interviewed him about the implications of the mili- 
tary confrontation in the south and its relationship to the total Lebanese 











situation in the light of the decision by the recent session of the 
Palestinian National Council in Damascus to proclaim universal military 
conscription. The following interview ensued. 


‘Question) Has the fighting in south Lebanon and north Palestine turned 
into a war of attrition that the Israeli army is waging against the 
Palestinian Resistance’ 


Answer! Things are rankling in the south. The nature of the battle that 
is being fought in and around south Lebanon is characterized by the inten- 
sity and the broad range of the operations. This has turned the battle 
into a dreadful war of attrition waged by the enemy's Israeli army using 
lund, sea and air weapons against Lebanese cities and villages and 
Palestinian camps in the south. The objective of this war is to inflict 
heavy losses on the Palestinian Revolution and to destroy the morale of 
its fighters. 


Piior to the meetings of the last session of the Palestinian National 
Council in Damascus the enemy attempted to destroy some of our tanks and 
machines in the operations that they had undertaken. The Israeli chief of 
tatf, Refa'tel Eytan declared, "The purpose of these operations is to 
shake the self-confidence of the guerillas." The Israeli chief of staff 
said this in a letter he had sent to the council in which he stated that 
the Israeli strikes would continue in an attempt to terrorize us and to 
force us to feel weak. However, our enemy failed to achieve his objective 
in these operations. Quite the contrary, these operations yielded the 
opposite result: they strengthened our morale and fortified our determina- 
tion. 


The fire is raging in the south and the hysterical Israeli bombardment is 
continuing, especially by the’ airplanes which carry out their operations 
in a frenzied fashion. In the bombing attack on al-'Ayshiyah the town was 
hit with hundreds of missiles, bombs and machine gunfire so that not one 
inch of the land was not hit by either a missile or a grenade or by the 
bullets from the aircraft guns. We lost some people. In Mutallah, 

we still watch the movements of the tanks and the movements of the 
helicopters, even curing the night. 


The enemy's principal objective from this war is to inflict the greatest 
possible losses on [our] fighters, machines, tanks and transport vehicles. 
In one of the attacks the enemy hit the main office of our scientific 
committee, but we had taken prior precautions regarding that office. There- 
fore, the enemy's plan to obtain the result that he had hoped for failed. 
We count our losses after each Israeli aggressive operation, and we find 
them to be small compared to the ferociousness of the attack. 


On our part we are countering the ferociousness of the Israeli attacks 
with air defense and with combat. Observations by the fighters have 
assured me that their guns have recently hit an Israeli airplane that fell 
into the sea. The fighters have also acquired considerable know-how in 
avoiding the continuous attacks. 








(Question) In addition to the decision by the Knesset to wage a war of 
annihilation against the Palestinian Resistance, what in your opinton 
are the motives behind the Israeli war of attrition? 


‘Answer| First, to express support for the separatists. When the enemy 
is angered by a position on the Lebanese scene, he takes out his anger 
on us and directs his resentment at us by increasing his strikes against 
Uses 


Second, the development of the situation in the area of Jabal Sanin and 
the entry of the enemy's forces as a direct party into that situation. 
The Israeli Council of Ministers was convened as a council of war and 
decided to take a step to counter what the Arab deterrent forces were 
doing in Sanin. Third, the enemy is well aware of the nature of the Arab 
situation which cannot play an active part in this battle. 


Fourth, it is Israel's judgment that Syria is in an isolated position 
within the divided Arab position. This is an erroneous judgment because 
regardless of the Arab position, the Arab nation will stand alongside 
Syria in any confrontation between it and Israel. 


Fifth, the enemy's investigation into the possibility of carrying out an 
expanded military operation against the revolution in the south on the 
basis of several factors in addition to supporting factors, one of which 
is the Knesset elections campaign. The newspaper, YEDI'OT AHARONOT has 
recently referred to this investigation. 


The Israeli minister of agriculture, Arie] Sharon, others in his group and 
senior military and security men regard the undertaking of such a step to 
constitute an effective factor in not continuing the implementation of 
what is left of the Camp David accords. Such a step would also constitute 
a strong argument for the case of not selling new weapons to Saudi Arabia 
and to other Arab countries. Moshe Dayan, former minister of foreign 
affairs and defense is also calling for a broad and a strong military 
operation that would go on for several days. Following that operation 

the Israeli forces would not leave the new locations they would occupy 
unless their conditions for removing the Resistance from the south and 
forcing the Arab deterrent forces backward are met. 


This explains the intensification of the military campaign against the 
joint forces which are affiliated with the Palestinian Revolution and with 
the Lebanese National Movement in the south for the purpose of inf laming 
ind escalating the situation. At the present time, however, the enemy 

is setting out to attempt to achieve his objective of inflicting losses 

on the revolution and draining [its resources]. The enemy is trying to 
vtfer Syria proof of his determination to be a factor in the Lebanese 
question. 


Question! What do you expect the Israeli reaction will be to the opera- 
tions of the Resistance in shelling a number of Israeli settlements in 
upper Hebron with Katyusha missiles and artillery shells which claimed the 
lives of a not inconsequential number of Israelis? 














Answer) The reaction of the Resistance carried out part of our policy. 

it was a reaction to the Zionist enemy who intensified and expanded hi» 
shelling operations against the peaceful cicies and villages and che 
Palestinian camps in south Lebanon, utiliging the air force and shelling 
from the sea. Israel is also resorting to a less expensive method of utili- 
zing the artillery in shelling [us] from behind the borders to save on the 
lusses in its officers and soldiers. 


We are telling the enemy that he too will pay the price after we've been 
patient for a long time and after notifying all the international circles, 
including the United Nations and the UN Security Council, that Israel's 
shelling, as attested to by the UN observers, is continuing. We will carry 
out retaliatory operations against the enemy's colonies in occupied north 
Palestine by means of implementing our decision to utilize missiles and 
artillery continuously. 


The enemy is using artillery shelling operations around the clock. 
Israel's boats are sailing in Lebanese territorial waters every night in a 
stite of semi-war. Yesterday its aircraft flew over Beirut and the scuth 
in its persistent and continuing battle against us. 


Our operations against the Israeli colonies closed schools and factories, 
suspended telephone and power lines and interrupted communications. Resi- 
dents went to the shelters where they sleep. The mayors in the northern 
colonies went to Jerusalem where they met with Israeli officials and asked 
that more shelters be built. Our operations were a suitable response to 
the enemy's attacks. Israelis experienced the losses we experience, and 
they found out that the price of their attacks will be high and that they 
will not be far away from the circumstances of war. 


Question] How large was the blow that was dealt by the missiles and the 
shells of the Resistance on the border strip area which is controlled 

hy Sa'd Haddad, especially after the announcement of the death of an 
Istaeli colonel? 


Answer] What we are hitting there are the locations and the positions of 
the artillery which pours out its fires on Lebanese v' ages and cities 
and on Palestinian camps. We are very careful about not nitting civilian 
positions. However, Haddad places some of the guns in civilian locations, 
and this exposes them to strik |. too. 


[Question] Observers expect Israeli operations against the Resistance 

to become more severe on land, at sea and in the air and that Israeli 
raids on the positions of the Resistance will become daily [operations]. 
What is your position, especially in light of the destruction of a number 
of Soviet made T-34 Palestinian tanks? 


Answer] Interfering with the Palestinian tanks is an indication of more 
serious possibilities in the future which threaten to blow up the situa- 
tion in the south by having the Israeli enemy launch an expanded mili- 
tary operation that would include al-'Ayshiyah and al-Nabatiyyah and would 
threaten to occupy them. 











We Wave at the present time extensive information which we obtained trom 
inside occupied Palestine, from our own sources and from international 
sources. This information indicates that preparations for launching an 
expanded Israeli military operation are underway. We are taking our 
measures in this regard, considering that this operation is imminent. 

We will oppose this operation, and we will do our duty in this regard 
with as much determination and will as we have--and we have an unlimited, 
inexhaustible supply. Our principal task in opposing this operation will 
be to foil the enemy's objective of inflicting heavy losses in our ranks. 


We are firmly established in our positions, and our losses are inconsequen- 
tial. The heavy losses occur among the Lebanese and Palestinian civilians. 
Last Wednesday 8 civilians died and 12 were wounded. On the day before 

35 people suffered slight injuries, and on the day before thac 12 people 
died and 32 were wounded. Most of them were civilians on an outing near 
Sidon. In al=Dalahmiyah and near al-Sa'diyyat Israeli airplanes destroyed 
some locations without inflicting any losses on us. 


Our losses in tanks were also inconsequential. They included, as a result 
of one of the attacks, the destruction of two tanks that were standing 
visibly at a maintenance center after having come to a standstill. In 
another location two of our tanks were hit by missiles. 


Question] Had you not taken precautionary measures that could have pre- 
vented the Israelis from blowing up the two ships in Sidon and Tyre? 


‘Answer|] The Israeli enemy has control over the sea, and the Israelis 
observe every naval action. The two ships that were blown up do not belong 
to us. The Israelis may have believed that the ships were carrying sup- 
plies so they sent their frogmen during the night to blow up the two 
ships. These two attacks that took place in two separate operations are 
part of the interference with local targets. The objective of the two 
attacks was to prevent the expansion of the port of Sidon and to make the 
port of Tyre unreliable. 


Question] In Light of the recent Israeli operation on the al-Shaqif 
fortress, are there indications that Israel is trying to occupy the for- 
tress and to turn it over to Sa'd Haddad so he can shell from there the 
centets of power in Lebanon and in Syrian territory? 


Answer] The al-Shaqif fortress is an invulnerable strategic position. 
(itan) and Deputy Defense Minister Mordechai Tzgipori declared that the 
fortress was important for observing movement in occupied north Palestine. 
It is also one of the forward positions of the revolution. It is of moral 
importance to the fighters. The recent Israeli attack on the fortress 

did not inflict any losses on us, but it is obvious that it sought to 
upset the general situation. 


ln addition, the Israelis are trying to control the al-Shaqgif fortress 
as part of their plan to broaden the circle of occupation, since this 
tortress is militarily tied to the town of Jazin and to other towns, for 
the purpose of forcing Lebanon to come under their protection. 








laddad is a mere word on the wall protecting the Israeli presence by means 
of the Israeli security zone in the south. The question is that of Zionist 
and Israeli ambitions which seek to establish the Israeli presence in the 
south for two purposes. First, the Israelis want to come closer to the 
centers of the Palestinian Revolution for the purpose of influencing the 
revolution. Second, they want to try to threaten the Syrian front. 


[Question] How do you explain Haddad's guns intensifying their shelling 
of Sidon, along with the fact that observers consider Sidon to be the 
Achilles' heel of the Lebanese conditions? 


[Answet] Sidon is the center of national protection and the stronghold 
of the struggle. The purpose of shelling it is to exhaust the citizens 
and to create unrest in their midst. It is also an attempt to turn the 
citizens against the revolution so as to drive a wedge between the 
national rank and the Resistance. By intensifying the shelling of Sidon, 
Haddad backed by Israel is demonstrating a practical position of suppor- 
ting the separatist forces, as was the case recently in Zahle. We were 
monitoring the telecommunications devices of the various parties during 
that time, and we heard what he had requested from the Israeli enemy. 


The shelling of Sidon is part of the ongoing and continuing war in the 
south. Its objective is to create social aad economic problems and to 
increase burdens when many of Sidon's citizens leave it. 


Question] Do you think the eruption of the situation in the south is 
a result of the fact that the new U.S. administration has not yet issued 
its position on the Middle East problem? 


‘Answer] The attacks on the south and on the Palestinian Revolution are 
not that far from the green light and the continuing support from the 
United States. U.S. Secretary of State Haig says this is not so, but the 
facts confirm our point of view. 


In a previous interview with AL-HAWADITH I had declared that the U.S. 
military attache in Israel had attended some Israeli military maneuvers 
‘that were carried out] in preparation for launching new attacks against 
the Resistance, but that the military attaches of some European countries 
had refused to attend these maneuvers. A few days later the enemy's 
ministry of defense proclained a resolution it had issued forbidding 
European military attaches from obtaining permits to attend Israeli 
maneuvers or to witness any Israeli military action. 


Many of the European military attaches refused to attend the Israeli mili- 
tary maneuvers so that their attendance would not be construed as indirect 
approval by the European countries of the Israeli attacks. But the U.S. 
military attache attended these maneuvers; he found out what the Israelis’ 
objective was; and he affirmed the U.S. support and protection for these 
maneuvers. 


In addition the new U.S. government is launching a vicious propaganda 
and political campaign against the PLO, accusing it of having ties with 














international cerrorism. So far this campaign has included 22 press 
releases trom the new administration in its new term, These statements 
wore made by U.S. President Ronald Reagan, by Secretary Haig, by Secretary 
ol Detense Caspar Weinberger and by National Security Adviser Richard 
Allen who gave the green light to the hot pursuit against the revolution. 
Senior U.S. officials and the Israeli Minister of Foreign Afiairs dis- 
cussed the standing of the PLO in the matter of international terrorism 
during the Israeli minister's recent visit to Washington. 


Question] In addition to the decision by the Palestinian National 
Council to proclaim universal military conscription, what measures did the 
Resistance take to counter Israel's war of attrition? 


Answer) We are continuously taking measures to continue our preparations 
tor opposing the Israeli war. We carried out several conscription opera- 
tions among the fighters, and we summoned thousands of Palestinian 
students and workers. We are intent on supplying our plans with the 
capabilities that we have in the Light of the situation, relying 
especially on our own capabilities. We are also capable of performing 

our tole in the opposition according to our capabilities. 


At this point the interview with the Palestinian field military commander 
of the war in the south came to an end because the telephone communica- 
tions from the sources that monitor the battle were pouring into his house 
in Beirut early in the morning. He had to get ready to go to the south 
just as he had done on the previous day after a tour he had made in 
Algeria and Tunisia, for the war in the south is not only a military war, 
but it is a war that requires political and diplomatic efforts also.

TRANSPORT PROTOCOL SIGNED WITH USSR 
Tehran LEGAL INFORMATION SERVICE in English 28 May 61 pp 12, 13 


[Text] In the tenth session of the auxiliary and permanent Transport Comnission of 
Iran and USSR it was agreed to allow shipment of seven (7) million tons of goods 
during the year through the border passages of the two countries. 


The Government Railroad Company of Iran told PARS NEWS AGENCY that the tenth session 
of the auxiliary and permanent Transport Commission of Iran and USSR was held at the 
conference hall of the railroad company. According to this report the transport 
protocol was signed and exchanged in the presence of the USSR ambassador by the 
representatives of Iran and Russia. 


The two parties confirming the 25 percent increase of transport in the year 1359 
compared to the year 1357 agreed on increasing the volume of transport of goods up 
to 7 million tons in the current year through the border passages of the two coun- 
tries. Likewise problems of mtual interest related to improving the conditions of 
transport through railroad, ship and truck were discussed and necessary decisions 
were taken. 


For expanding Iranian shipping in the Caspian Sea between Iranian and Russian ports 
it was agreed that the Iranian Shipping Company directly contact the Russian Ship- 
ping Organization for purchasing ships. 


The eleventh session of the auxiliary and permanent Transport Commission will be 
held in the year 1361 in Moscow. 


Sources close to Russian Embassy in Tehran disclosed that the volume of exchange of 
goods between the two countries during the past year reached the figure of 3.5 mil- 
lion tons. 


According to a report by Radio Tehran currently the exchange of goods between the 
two countries takes place mostly through the railroad. However, proposals have been 
made by the two countries for expanding shipping on the Caspian Sea waters. 


It is reminded that in the year 1980 the volume of commercial exchange between Iran 


and USSR doubled compared to the year 1979 following the conclusion of an important 
agreement of transit of goods through the borders of Iran and USSR.

FEATURES OF RETRIBUTION (QESAS) BILL OUTLINED 
Tehran LEGAL INFORMATION SERVICE in English 28 May 81 pp 9, 10 


[Text] By virtue of clause 2 of Article 157 of the Constitution the Judicial High 
Council is responsible for drawing up legal bills suitable to the Islamic Republic 
of Iran. On the basis of thie article the Judicial High Council drew up certain 
legal bills, including the Bill on Qesas consisting of 199 articles, which was pre- 
sented to the Majlis for its approval. 


A number of Majlis representatives suggested that authorities be delegated to a Majlis 
judicial sub-committee to approve this bill. However, this suggestion was rejected 
and it was agreed that the Majlis deliberate on the bill in its future session. 

The bill is currently under consideration of the Majlis. The remaining features of 
the bill are as follows: 

--It consists of 199 Articles and 27 Notes. 

--It allows the heirs of a mrdered person or the one sustaining the loss of a limb 
or injury to commit exactly the same acts vis-a-vis the murderer or the one inflict- 
ing loss of limb or injury. 


--It allows the heirs of a murdered person or the injured party to receive blodwyte 
(blood money) from the person committing the crime instead of punishing hin. 


--Intentional murder is proved by the testimony of two just men; it cannot be proved 
by the testimony of any number of women. 


--It prescribes punishment by the lash for adultery, drinking alcoholic liquors, 
committing sodomy, lesbianism and pimping. 


--Punishment for adultery and fornication includes stoning to death, 
whipping, shaving the head and exile. 


--Fornication and adultery is proved with the testimony of four just men. 


--Punishment for drinking alcoholic liquors is 80 whips both for men and women.

GOVERNMENT SPOKESMAN DETAILS 56-MILLION WEAPON FRAUD 
Tehran KEYHAN in Persian 8 Jun 81 p 11 


[Article: "Details of 56 Million Dollar Weapons Purchase, Names of Arrested Dis- 
closed") 


[Excerpt] KEYHAN Political Service--Engineer Behzad Nabavi, executive affairs min- 
ister and spokesman for the government, answered newsmen's questions this morning at 
a press conference. 





In relation to the 56-million dollar agreement for arms, he stated: "This agree- 
ment was between the Ministry of Defense andaprivate Iranian company. It was this 
company's third transaction with Iran. The person that concluded this agreement for 
the Ministry of Defense was Brigadier General Farivar, who is now in jail, not, of 
course, in relation to this affair, but in connection with the Nojeh coup d'etat. 
He used to be in charge of army purchases." 


Habavi added: "The other party in the transaction is an individual by the name of 
Karim Minachi, a nephew of Mr Naser Minachi, the former minister of guidance. He is 
now under arrest. Additionally, the Iranian ambassador to Spain, Mr Behnam, who, as 
the representative of Iran, is guilty of a great deal of negligence: not having seen 
the goods, he certified that they had been shipped. This person has now been ar- 
rested by the prosecutor's office. 


"Consequently, three persons are imprisoned at present in connection with this af- 
fair: Brigadier General Farivar, Karim Minachi and Iranian Ambassador to Spain 
Behnam, who was in charge of receiving the goods." 


Nabavi added: "Ahmad Heydari, a member of the board of directors of this company, 
is also, at this time, a fugitive and'under prosecution. So far, our efforts have 
been quite successful and a total of 35 million dollars out of this sum has been 
retrieved." 


In connection with the banning of newspapers and today's march, Nabavi said: “Our 
people must be aware that, following the victory of the revolution and the establish- 
ment of the three powers, the separation of power has taken place completely, and 
the newspapers’ banning has been done on the orders of the revolution prosecutor; 
this order, banning the newspapers for a period of time, was issued because of 
their violations." 
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"The government is not indifferent to this, because these papers did not act on 
the basis of the imam's decree: this is the religious aspect of the matter, that 
is, no attention was paid to the imam's order. From the legal point of view, they 
have been guilty of sufficient misdeeds."

FRENCH PROFESSOR "NTERVIEWED FOLLOWING VISIT TO TEHRAN 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 4 Jun 81 p 8 


[Text] Professor Paul Vieille, one of the leading French 
specialists on Iran, has returned from Tehran, which he had not 
visited for more than a year. Close to President Bani-Sadr, he 
does not hide his antipathy for the Islamic Republican Party 
[IRP]. 


LE CONTINENT: What struck you the most during your stay in Iran? 


PAUL VIEILLE: It was the change in the statue of the government in the eyes of 
the population. The Iranians are waiting for something, without really knowing 
what. They want to preserve the hope of not having carried out the revolution for 
naught. In fact, thie disenchantment appeared barely a few weeks after the new 
administrators came to power. But that which is new is the feeling that one is 
now on the brink of an essential phase during which everything can collapse. 
Another important change: The army lives again; an inventive army where relations 
between officers and simple soldiers are incredibly free. At the time of the 
Iraqi attack, it was practically nonexistent. It would have taken very little for 
Dezful, the key to Khuzestan, to fall. But Bani-Sadr was rapidly able to restore 
its morale. And he reconciled the army and the people ec a time when, due to its 
equipment and the training of its personnel in the United States, it was 
considered a stranger in its own country. In addition, when the war broke out, 
the IRP wanted to take advantage of the situation to declare a state of 
emergency. Bani-Sadr said no. This is one of the reasons for which the people 
adore him, to an almost irrational extent. 


QUESTION: So, how do you explain why he is so isolated? 


ANSWER: That's because the IRP controle everyting, including the president's 
appointments. Even the ambassadors hesitate to meet with him because they fear in 
this manner to lose contracts for their countries; because I must tell you that 
everyone is in pursuit of lucrative deals which are reemerging. After 4 years of 
paralysis, the IRP found no other solution than to return to a completely 
externally oriented economy. It won't take Iran long to fall back into the arms 
of the U.S. 


QUESTION: But, what actually does the IRP represent and who controls it?

GOLAN RESIDENTS PROTEST OCCUPATION 
Kuwait AL-TALI'AH in Arabic 6 May 81 pp 44-45 


[Arcicle: "Document by National Leaders Opposes Judaization Plan; Settlers 
Fearful of National Action on the Hill; Taipori Reveals Intentions of 


the Enemy” | 


[Texc) The political situation in the occupied Golan area between the 
residents of the hill and the occupation forces has recently assumed a 

new character, especially after the question of forcing the Golan resi- 
dents to have Israeli identification papers coincided with che frantic 
activity that was carried out by the local administrations in the Zionist 
settlements on the hill. Not only does this activity reveal chat the exis- 
ting settlements are being expanded and chat new ones are being estab- 
lished, but it also raises a sharp racist question that is being adopted 
by Zionist circles. This activity is giving the residents of the occupied 
Golan Heights specific choices: they are either compelled to have Israeli 
identification papers, with all the conditions attached thereto of course; 
they can live in seclusion under house arrest; or they can leave. 


Throughout the past years residents of the hill have resisted Israeli 
plans to Judaize it. Recently, however, they feel that the noose is 
becoming tighter. Nationalist religious and political leaders on che hill 
issued an important nationalist document that to a large extent settled 
the position on the Zionist plans and laid che foundation for establishing 
a cohesive nationalist front to lead che struggle against the Zionist 
colonialist military policy on the hill. 


What Does che Historical Document Say’ 


The document threatened every Druze who sold land to the Israelis or who 
carried Israeli identification papers with religious ostracism. The docu- 
ment stated, “Anyone of any kind who will carry Israeli identification 
papers will be ostracized religiously and will be excommunicated from che 
sect. He will not take part in weddings and funerals, and he will not be 
able to marry from che sect unless he confesses and admits his error and 
returns to the correct path." 











The Enemy's Recognition of the Danger of Nationalist Action 


The document that was recently proclaimed was naturally not written or 
declared abruptly. The same Zionist sources talked about the activities 
of the 30 members who signed the document. These activities had begun in 
1979 and even much earlier than that. These sources stated that the most 
prominent signatories of the document were members of the Kana) family, 
which ts one of the largest families exercising the greatest control over 
the Druges of the hill. This family, specifically its political and reli- 
gious leaders, has close contacts with Damascus through a Syrian offi- 
cer with the rank of a major general. 


The sources add, "The Kanaj family's contacts with the Syrians began 

in the early seventies. In this context Kamal Kanaj was sentenced to a 
23 year prison cerm for spying for Syria. We was released after the mem- 
bers of his family proclaimed publicly their support for Lerael's annexa- 
tion of the Golan and for giving its residents leraeli citizenship." 
Despite this Zionist story in which the subject of the Kanaj family's 
support for the annexation of the Golan was injected as the price for the 
release of one of its members, the information that the same Zionist 
sources have about the activities of the family against annexation and 
Judaization refutes the very basis of the story. 


There is information that in January 1979 Sulayman and Kamal Kana) drew 
up 4 petition opposing the granting of Israeli identification papers to 
the Druge residents of the hill. The information adds, "But the petition 
was characterized by its chauvinistic wording.” Then the information 
states, “Ever since that time, and apparently under Syrian direction, the 
members of the family have been trying to fashion a bloc to oppose any 
activity which would obliterate the Syrian national character of the 
Druzes on the Golan Heights. The members of the family are also getting 
the assistance of the heads of the families of prisoners who are in jail 
for security reasons. Some of those prisoners are still in leraeli jails. 
In the context of these efforts contacts have also been made with extre- 
mist circles among Israel's Arabs and with extremist leftist circles as 
well.” 


What is significant in the information supplied by Zionist circles is 

ics recognition that this new and active national action is tied to exis- 
ting contacts between the national leaders in the Golan and the leaders of 
Hebron and between them and the leaders of the West Bank. The Zionist 
circles referred specifically to a role that is being played in these 
contacts by the fighter Bassam al-Shak'ah, the mayor of Nablus, for the 
purpose of establishing a cohesive national front inside that would coordi- 
nate its positions around specific anti-occupation and anti-sett lement 
slogans and tie the centers of the open internal battle with each other. 


Hysterical Responses 


Zionist reactions from both the authorities or the settlers were hys- 
terical. Zionist circles described those reactions by saying, “The 











leaflet, ‘The Decument' which was distributed lace last week in the Druse 
villages of the Golan Heights aroused strong resentment among the Jewish 
settlers on the hill.” 


Zionist circles added, "The settlements committee on the Golan has asked 
the military government to take firm action against the JO Druse citizens 
whe signed the petition that was printed in the newepaper, AL-ITTINAD, 
which is the voice of the Rakah party. 


At Che same Cime the settlements committee on the hill convened a mee- 
ting that was held in Kasrin following which it asked the occupation 
authorities "To take firm action against 30 Druses in the Golan who had 
signed 4 petition that was hostile to the state of lerael." 


The sources of the aforementioned committee declared, "The committee fears 
that Chie pressure which is being exerted against those who wish to obtain 
leraell identification papers may discourage a large number of Druses in 
the fucure from applying for Leraeli identification papers." Shimon 
(Shiviteh), chairman of the Golan Settlements Committee said, "This peci- 
tion has considerably damaged the image of the Druses in the Golan." He 
added chac [the members of che committee) viewed as serious the fact chat 
the Leraeli authorities were not taking the necessary measures against the 
30 Druses who had signed the aforementioned publication. 


The enemy's deputy minister of defense, Mordechai Taipori talked about 
this subject. According to the information available to him, he considered 
those who did that to be "good citizens inside Israel" who are making 

use of the democratic free climate that is practiced in Israel.” He pro- 
mised, “Il am certain that we will find owt who these people are.” 


Regarding 4 question about the forces that are backing the rejection of 
Israeli identification papers, Teipori said, “Arabs from Israel as well 
as Jews took part in the instigation. This instigation may be in keeping 
with the work of Syrian intelligence." 


What was significant and dangerous in Teipori's statements was what 

he said in response to the question, "Do you believe that it is necessary 
to impose Israeli law on the Golan heights as 4 response to this instiga- 
tion’” He replied, "The question of putting Israeli law into effect per- 
tains to the political climate and to choosing the appropriate time. We 
cannot correct the mistakes of our fathers in one day." 


He added, “It may be that the matter for the state of Israel was much 
easier in 1967. We were chen able co [put Israeli law into effect) in all 
the ‘occupied areas’ just as we did in 1948. But today, we have to con- 
sider carefully what is beneficial to us and what is harmful for us.” 


Revealing Zionist intentions regarding the hill Teipori said, "I believe 
that when che Likud took over the government, there was thoughtless propa- 
ganda which was promoted either by Jews or by foreigners, and this aroused 











the world against this government putting into effect measures that can be 
described as decisive. Had ic not been for that, we would have been able 
tO put these measures into effect; we would have also annexed the West 
Bank, Gaza and the Golan Weights; and we would have done what the 
aleMa'arakh government did when it announced che annexation of Jerusalem." 


Continuing the Judaisation Course 


Teiporit's talk indicates chat the Zionist position on the subject of 
annexing the Golan Heights is one of going on with the Judaization plans 
regardless of the kind of government that comes to power in the Zionist 
state. The calk indicates that had it not been for the outery that was 
raised by the decision to annex Jerusalem, the enemy would have actually 
tollowed that decision with another annexing the Golan Heights. Despite 
all this, even though successive Zionist governments have so far held back 
on announcing the official annexation of the Golan area, they have in 
fact been putting Zionisc laws into practice there with the intention 

of gradually Judatzing che area by means of placing settlements there 
and forcing Leraeli identification papers upon the residents. 


What we sense in | ghe of all this is that the cohesion of the internal 
front in occupied P.iestinian and Arab lands constitutes the principal 
center of challenge to the forces of occupation and the relentless foun- 
dation of opposition to their Jewish colonization plans. This opposition 

is making the enemy think twice before taking any aggressive step. This 

is what the Golan national document affirms. This was affirmed before by 
the document of the Ghefar'am Conference in Galilee, and it was affirmed 
even before these two documents by the national documents of the Palestine 
National Movement in the West Bank and in Gaza.

ITALY DELIVERS TWO MISSLLE CORVETTES TO LIBYA 
Rome IL BORGHESE in Italian 19 Apr 81 p 987 
[Article by Miles: “Libyan Corsaire ‘Made in Italy'") 


[Text] Last March 27 at the Muggiano naval yards in La Spesia two multipurpose 
missile corvettes ordered by the Tripoli government through the Cantieri Navali 
Riunici were turned over to Libyan Col Yabu Hussen. 


The two units commissioned by Libya, called Wadi Magrawa and Wadi Mareeat, were 
the third and fourth vessels of the Wadi Mragh class. They were turned over to 
the Libyans completely outficted. 


The vessels of this class have begun to be manufactured to satisfy the desires 

of “emerging nations” wishing to create a “respectable” fleet but due to economic 
factors and lack of trained personnel, are not able to purchase and maintain 2, 000- 
3,000 ton frigates. 








A selling point of the Wadi Mragh class is thet it can be modified to suit the 
needs of a wide variety of potential buyers. Im fact, the only fixed items are 
the hull structure and the unit's structure. All the rest is changeable, from 
the weapons systems to crew quarters. 


Missions required of the corvettes, in general terms, are the following: attack 
and interdiction missions against units of similar capabilities as well as general 
military shipping; offensive operations against enemy surface units and against 
enemy shipping lanes; antisubmarine defense as well as hunter-killer antisubmarine 
operations; antimissile and antiaircraft defense; rapid mine-laying operations. 


The diesel propulsion unit, which consists of four MTU-MA 16V 956 TB 91 engines, 
was chosen in light of the corvette's likely theater of operations. The motors 
permic the unit an average speed of 31.5 knots and a maxigum speed of 4 knots. 


Countries purchasing the corvettes are all developing countries and for the most 
part are located in hot climates. Delicate gasoline turbines would not be well 
suited to the hot climates of Africa or South America. Furthermore, it should be 
noted chat to keep these diesel engines running and maintained is much easier for 
chose countries that are unable to hire European crews or sending their own crews 
to the Italian Naval Academy. 





With regard to training personnel, however, Cantieri Navali Riunicti has provided 
a program by which Che crews to be assigned to these corvettes are trained at La 
Spezia in accordance with agreements signed by both governments. 


The weaponry ie a8 sophisticated and lethal as any on board vessels of this kind. 
lt conaiete of a compact OTO MELARA 76—mm cannon, two triple [LAS-3 antisubmarine 
torpedo launchers, four container/launchers for OTOMAT antiship missiles and a 
twin 35am Oerlikon turret in addition to the two mine-laying ramps. 





The above is the basic armament configuration for the unit, similar to the ships 
chosen by Libya. 


For the other units, ordered by Equador (6) and by Iraq (6), the armament config- 
urations range from a helicopter landing platform (euch as the multirole function 
of the Wadi Mragh) all the way to a configuration which includes a cluster of 

six antiship miesile launcher/containers. 


The on-board electronics component, which is very sophisticated and totally cen- 
tralized, allows the destruction of enemy targets swiftly and with precision, in 
the air as well as under water. 


An item considered by us to be of some importance, given the purchasers of the | 
vessels, i. the fact that these ships are capable of operating in zones contam- 
inated with radiation. 


At this point, the words spoken by Libyan Col Yabu Hussen when the ships were con- 
signed appear paradoxical: "The scope of the Libyan revolution ise primarily that 
of defense in order to collaborate for peace in the Mediterranean, and for this 
reason these vessels are effective instruments of peace." 


Perhaps it is for defensive motives that presently in Libya one finds Russian- 
built MiG-25 aircraft and Mirage jets, each capable of delivering tactical nuclear 
weapons. Perhaps it is in the name of detente that Libya, thanks to the Russians, 
has created the largest depot of armored vehicles in all of North Africa? Or 
perhaps Qadhdhafi might want to use the corvettes to go on vacation to Pantelleria, 
presently considered Tripoli's offensive base against NATO's southern flank? 


Certainly the fishers of Mazara del Vallo must have been ecstatic with joy when 
they heard that the Libyans now have four units of the type described above, with 
crews trained in Italy. After having been killed, plundered and sunk in the past 
by foreign naval units, in the future they will have the honor of being captured 
by units built in La Spezia and manned by crews trained by our Navy, wich Italian 
taxpayer's funds. 


EUROGROUP's Military Expenses

PRESIDENT INTERVIEWED ON FOREIGN POLICY, GCC 
Interviawed by AL-MUSTAQBAL

[Text] Abu Dhabi, 6 Jum (GNA)--UAE President His Highness Shaykh Zayid ibn Sultan 
al Nuhayyan has stressed that the establishment of the Gulf Cooperation Council [GCC] 
will not change anything in the stands and commitments of member~-states on Arab 
issues. 


In an interview with the Paris-based AL~MUSTAQBAL magazine that was published in the 
UAE papere today, his highness stated that the Gulf Cooperation Council is not a 
regional organization that is independent from the Arab homeland. Therefore, there 
is no need for some or all the Arabs to be apprehensive that we shall forget their 
problems or stand aloof from their causes, the most important being the Palestinian 
cause, which is the Arabs' basic and fateful cause. 


The UAE president stressed that cooperation between Arab Gulf countries and Western 
countries must be based on mutual respect and common interests. 


Shaykh Zayid criticized the formation of the rapid deployment forces by the United 
States under the pretext of protecting U.S. and Western interests in the Gulf. He 
said: The formation of this force will encourage the Soviet Union to interfere in 
the region. The mere term rapid deployment force is in itself an undermining of our 
sovereignty and national dignity. 


Following is the text of the interview: 


Question: You are known as being an advocate of a unionist course and ideas and a 
forger of a unique unionist experiment in the Arab Gulf, represented in the estab- 
lishment of the UAE. How do you assess this experiment? 


Answer: I am accused of bejne a unionist. It is an accusation which, naturally, 

I do not refute. I ama rr “, but I do not impose this unity on anyone. I 
seek unity when a handful . “ vet, exchange viewpoints and become fully con- 
vinced that unity is something ich is in their interest. I do not impose unity on 
anyone. This is tyranny. Each of us has his own viewpoint which is different from 
that of the other. We exchange viewpoints, fuse them into a single mold and deduce 
what is needed. This is our democracy, the democracy of unity. 
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At the beginning of the federation and before ite establishment, we faced many diffi- 
culties and obstacles because many of our brothers viewed things differently from 
the way I did, We, however, had the same interest in mind despite the fact that 

our viewpoints and ideas on this interest differed. We waited a long time, until 
every one of us had tried his own course and method. The course of common inter- 
eat at the end led to the establishment of the UAE. 


Question: What are your aspirations following the first Gulf summit? Do you aspire 
for the establishment of a nucleus for Gulf unity? 


Answer: I neither aspire to achieve unity or a federation. I aspire to what they 
all aspire for and I wish what theywish. The destiny of the Gulf is one. I do not 
ask for something or insist on having it. I want what they all agree on. The 
concerns of the Gulf are the same, regardless of their diversification. The re- 
jJoicings of the Gulf are the same too. So, we should participate in its concerns 
and rejoicings together. 


Our ambition is to achieve something for our people and our nation and to fully 
carry out the trust placed in us. I do not automatically agree to what has been 
agreed upon by the brothers. I do not insist on what they insist on. I only aspire 
for what they can achieve. I, however, do not aspire for us to emerge from the Gulf 
Cooperation Council, God forbid, as if we never entered it or with the same results 
with which we have entered it. 


Question: Does the Gulf Cooperation Council, in its present state, represent your 
ambitions and those of the UAE? 





Answer: I had hoped that there would be no Gulf Cooperation Council but a council 

of a federation with which I and my brothers would be satisfied and which would not 
express the minimum of our aspirations. The extent of this ambition, however, is 

left to the Gulf group and not to me alone. Beauty reflects on all of us and so 

does ugliness. The future choice is not mine alone. It is a collective responsibility. 


Question: There is an Arab apprehension that the Gulf Cooperation Council might 
not give priority to the basic Arab issues, prefering its regional interests. 


Answer: The Gulf Cooperation Council is not a regional organization independent 

from the Arab homeland. As before, there is no need for some or all Arabs to be 
apprehensive that we might forget their problems or stand aloof from their issues, 
including the Palestinian issue, which is the Arabs' basic and fateful issue. What 
hastened our gathering was no more than the current fragmentation in the Arab home- 
land. Contrary to what some Arabs imagine, we will strengthen the Arab stand, in- 
crease our support for Arab efforts and boost Arab capabilities more than in the past. 
The establishment of the Gulf Cooperation Council will not affect our Arab commit- 
ments, neither as individual states nor as a Gulf group. Let the apprehensive 

Arabs be reassured. Our forces are for them and our grouping is for their sake. 


Question: To what extent were you frank in the first Gulf summit in Abu Dhabi and 


to what extent will you be frank at subsequent meetings regarding the various dif- 
ferences, viewpoints and personal opinions?

Anewer! it te necessary to admit and recognise any difference among use because any 
difference in viewpoints should be discussed and debated in total frankness and with- 
oul any courtesies and diplomacy so that we will not be disappointed in the future. 
There te no harm in frankness, for it helps use to preserve the gains of what we have 
agreed upon, We should be above the courtesies which prevailed in previous con- 
ferences, If we are sincere, we should compete in being frank. Whoever is upset, 
let him be upset, and whoever ie satiafied, let him be saticfied. Why would one 

who feele that hie deatiny te organically united and linked to that of the other 

use courtesies? 


Question: Do you believe that cooperation with the Weat should include joining 
specific alliance or granting the Weet facilities or bases in the Arab Gulf region’ 


Anewer: Why do you want me to join any alliance or to establish bases in my coun- 
try’ | know that I have intereste and friendships with the West. These are frien 
shipe which I chose myself, and nobody can impose them on me. There is no friendship 
by force. I #ell the Weet my of] and buy ite goods. I grant it the necessary facil- 
ities and treat it as a good frined. However, I refuse to have thie friend establish 
bases in wy country or return to colonize me. I call him when I need him. If he is 
my friend, he will come to help me, but not to reside here. Otherwise, what is the 
meaning of all these weapons I have bought and the army, airporte and military 
facilities I have built? What shall I tell my people? Shall I tell them that I 

and all my men are not worth anything? Does not the impending danger give me a 

few houre to summon my friend? I will cross my bridges when I come to then. 


Question: Do you believe that the Soviet Union poses a threat to you in the Gulf, 
particularty in view of ite presence in Afghanistan? 


Answer: I do not believe that the Soviet Union poses a threat to us or to the Gulf 
states. Why all thie clamor in the world about the Soviet presence in Afghanistan? 
The threat it is supposed to pose is a mere clamor to frighten us. It is a tempest 
in a teacup. 


Question: But in the opinion and calculations of some Gulf states, the Soviet Union 
is essentially considered an enemy of the Arab Gulf? 


Answer: Thus far, we do not consider the Soviet Union as our enemy. We think that 
the real enemy and the real usurper is in Palestine, daily stabbing the Arab nation 
ir the heart. This Zionist usurper has been shredding the Arab world for more than 
25 veare--before the Soviet presence in Afghanistan and before the fall of Emperor 
Halle Selassie in Ethiopia and the shah in Iran. Why are they shedding false tears 
on vhat is happening in Afghanistan and raising an uproar over the most trivial 
matters there and not bemoaning the Palestinian refugees in the Arab camps, the 
Ieraeci! shelling of southern Lebanon and the destruction befalling the Lebanese and 
Palestinian peoples? That is the real enemy. 


Question: There are some Arab Gulf states which see the necessity of establishing 
diplom .ic celatione with the Soviet Unior aod there ‘s another viewpoint which 
oppor iis trend. Where do you stand regirdiag the two viewpoints? 








Anewer: Let ue firet hear the viewpoint of those who want to establish diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Union and the opinion of those who oppose thie. If the 
one who is opposing the establishment of diplomatic relations with Moscow ite basing 
hie opposition on the premise that establishing euch relations is counter to lelamic 
dogm and religious beliefs and that relations with Moscow will contribute to the 
propagation of atheiem in the country, thie belief ie obsolete. However, if his 
opposition ia based on other matters of which we are unaware and which are realistic 
and concrete, confirming that the establishment of relations poses a danger to us 
and threatens us, then it is possible that we might be convinced that these dangers 
actually threaten us and might be inclined toward this opinion. Similarly, those who 
advocate the establishment of diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union should con- 
vince us of the benefite and advantages of this matter. 


Question: Then how do you protect yourself from the dangers surrounding you? How 
do you etrike a balance between the interests of the big powers? 


Anewer: The danger may come from any Eastern or Western big power, superpower or 
strong power whose interests are threatened or who need of use is reduced. When the 
intereste of the Western States are threatened, the danger may come to us in the man- 
ner that a man who does not refrain from doing anything to fill his stomach. In the 
past, we in the Gulf, in order to eat, used to invade each other when we were hungry. 
Thus far, we have given no cause for the West or East to go hungry and invade us. The 
interests of all are guaranteed. 


Question: But the United States has formed the rapid deployment force under the pre- 
text of protecting U.S. and Western interests in the Gulf. 


Answer: Who has given permission to the big powers to interfere in our affairs? 
By forming the rapid deployment force in [as received) the region, the United States 
is encouraging the Soviet Union to intervene and, subsequently, we become a court 
for the conflicte of the big powers. The mere term rapid deployment force is in 
itself an undermining of our sovereignty and national dignity. Our interest lies in 
not harming their interests so that we will not give them a pretext to interfere.

[Excerpts] Any Arab who reads the statement made by UAE President Shaykh Zayid ibn 
Sultan to AL-MUSTAQBAL cannot but admire the political perception of this man. 


What is more important is his remarks on the real danger to the Arabs and the Arab 
Gulf, which he said lies in occupied Palestine and is represented by Israel and not 
the Soviet presence in Afghanistan. The United States is trading in the Soviet 
presence in Afghanistan--a presence that we reject in principle. The United States 
is exaggerating and perpetuating this presence in order to justify its attack against 
the Gulf and ics establishment of military bases as well as to justify the expected 
moves of its rapid deployment forces in this area. The UAE president was right when 
he said that the United States has created the danger. He was also correct when he 
made the intelligent observation that the question of Soviet ideology being a threat 
to us is an outmoded idea. It is an old and shaky American commodity. Islam is 
stronger than such ideologies which could not take root on Arab lands. 
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Therefore, the Soviet danger is an American lie, a “hullaballoo to frighten us, a 
fuse for nothing." 


We believe that the Americans, in the framework of their policies of aggression 
againat the Arabs, do not want the Arabe to have friends. Because the Americans 
know well that they will not be friends of the Arabs, they have tried to create 
hostility coward the Arabs so that the Arabs are left without support and all the 
sources through which they receive their weapons and preserve their dignity in the 
face of the U.S. protectorate in the Middle East, lerael, are closed to them. 


Hence, it is not because of ofl that the United States is trying to push the Arabe 
toward a confrontation with the Soviet Union. Ase a matter of fact, there is no 
worthwhile reason for the Arabe and Muslime to become a new front that would be 
removed from the real enemy in Palestine, which exieted “before the coming of the 
Soviets to Afghanistan and the fall of Haile Selassie in Ethiopia and the shah in 
Iran," as Shaykh Zayid said.

NEW POWER PLANTS--Dubai--The Ministry of Electricity and Water has installed a 
number of new electrical generators at a number of stations in the Northern 
Emirates in order to meet the needs of those regions, Those generators have an 
output of 79,400 kilowatts at a cost of 126,300,000 dirhems. The generators were 
installed in the following stations: Masfut, al-FPujairah, Qidfa', Um al- 
Qaywayn, Falaj Ibn Mu‘alla, and Dhayd, Hie excellency, Said Ibrahim Darwish, 
representative of the Ministry of Electricity and Water, told AL-ITTIMAD that 

the installment of these generators made it possible for the ministry to provide 
electricity to 87 villages in the Northern Emirates. Forty of these generators 
are in Sharja, six in Ummal-Qaywayn and three in "Ujman, Efforts are underway 

to provide electricity to 80 other villages in the Northern Emirates where work 
started last September and is expected to end next February. Twenty-nine villages 
are in Ras al-Khaymah, 27 villages are in Sharja, 14 villages are in al-Pujairah 
and 10 villages are in Umm al-Qaywayn. His excellency added that the Ministry 

of Electricity and Water included in its future plan a continuous development of 
its services in order to keep up with the social, economic and building growth of 
the country, and to furnish electricity and water to citizens in all the regions 
that are under the Ministry's supervision.

LABOR VIOLATION DECREASE--Dubai--Mr ‘Abd al-Latif al-Hashimi, director of the 
Department of Inspection at the Ministry and Labor and Social Affairs, announced 
that labor violations have recently decreased by 90 percent. This is the result 

of inspection campaigns, continuous supervision, and restraints imposed by the 
ministry and other related institutions in their application of fines listed in 

the new unionist labor law, Mr al-Hashimi added that most of the violations dis- 
covered are the result of employing workers under different sponsorship, or because 
of the expiration of workers visas or work permits. It could also be the result 

of tardy salary payments by some establishments or for inadequate housing for 
employees. In the past 3 months, the Inspection Department conducted 2862 campaigns 
at the government level with the participation of 49 inspectors from the Labor 
Ministry. The campaign covered 1,736 establishments. The inspection in 436 
establishments aimed at finding workers and establishments that are not in compli- 
ance with the employment contracts. The inspection in 1,300 other establishments 
aimed at checking the visa requests in proportion to the work in the establish- 
ments. Serious violations were found in 132 establishments where the ministry 

took legal action. In addition, minor violations + :re found in 14 other estab-

lishments; the ministry granted time to correct the violations and improve 

workers conditions, During thie campaign 748 persons were apprehended, 490 were 
deported, and 196 were released after demonstrating legal employment in their
